Jack Brooks, Democrat of Texas, 
mentioned the $17-mil!ibn fig-

At the White Hotife, Gerald 
L. Warren, deputy press secre- 
tary, said today that it was 
wrofig for Mr. Brooks to have 
said that $17-miilion was spent 
on the President’s homes when, 
in fact, a report by the General 
Accounting Office, indicated 
that the spending on the homes 
was under Sl-million. The White 
House also severely criticized 
the press for reporting the $17- 
miilion as expenditures on the 
President’s homes. 

The ranking Republican on 
the House subcommittee, John 
Buchanan of Alabama, called 
a news conference this morn- 
ing to attack the report as a 
“total distortion” of the facts. 

Mr. Buchanan said that 
“only” $205,000 was spent on 
the two homes and a little over 
$l-milIion was spent on the 
surrounding property owned by 
toe President at the two 
estates. 

Neither Mr. Warren nor Mr. 
Buchanan disputed the $ 27- 
million total figure. They con- 
tended that the number was 
used out of context for parti- 
san reasons. The money was 
spent on security and support 
of. the President and not in 
any way to enrich Mr. Nixon, 
they said. 

Mr. Brooks issued a state- 
iment yesterday saying that 
every assertion in the sub- 
committee report had bean 
thoroughly documented. 

Mr. Warren was asked at 
today’s press briefing at the 
•White House if he had any] 
“quarrel” with the statement 
that most of this expense to I 
the taxpayers could have been] 
avoided if President Nixon had| 
not insisted on spending soj 
much of his time at his two.
